Is shown 
to he almost wholly In Belleville. But 
about four feet of the comer of the 
building Is located In BioomHeld. 
Another piece of property for which the 
I owners, Worthington A Aldrich, have 
I received tax bills from both municipal!* 
j ties, Is showu to lay wholly In Bells- 
Tills. 

Belleville was set o/T from Bloomfield 
lu l'l'iD. and the act of the Legislature 
creating the township of Belleville thus 
describes the boundaries of the latter 
place; 

Beginning at Greeu Island In Tassalc 
lllver near that part of the road leading 
from Newaik to Belleville called the 
Gulley Boad, being the northeast corner 
nf the city of Newark ; and from thence 
weeterly along the tins of the said city 
of Newark to the northeast corner of the 
township of Orange at the Great Boll. 
Ing Mprlng, being alao the northwest 
corner of the said city of Newark; 
thence northerly In a straight line to 
a point In the northerly side of the old 
road leading from the village of Bloom. 
Held to Newark midway betwee fl 
dividing houses of Charles Akers 
ami Nicholas Coughlin; 'thence In a 
Straight line to the not .hwest corner 
of the roads nearest to ami north of the 
bridge s.-ro-s Randolph Fonif; tbe,,ce 
In a straight line to the northweat 
j corner of the read- leading to Franklin.

Greeting's dwelling house; thence 

along the west aide, of the road leading 
to Frat kilt,vllle to the division line 
between said Greshliig'a and lands of 
Abraham Fake, deceased; thence west¬ 
erly along t-ald division Hue arid the 
nortbeily line (l f lands of Stephen Morris 
to the centre of the Morris Canal;

Most of the *• physical ’’ marks uec*d 
as points In determining the boundsry 
llne have disappeared, even one of the 
most lm|>ortaot points, termed the 
• Great Rolling Rprfng" has disappeared. 

The question relative Co the true 
line of division has been a matter of 
guesswork for years, and has led to 
more or lees friction between tbe 
municipalities. 

The assessors have assessed property 
In both places, and propsrty-owners on 
mors than one ocoaalon have been In a 
quandary as to which municipality was 
entitled to the taxea. Finally a glve- 
and-l&k* policy relative to aseeeamenta 
was adopted, which, while It worked 
satIstactorlly In the main, still left 
room for doubt, and even to this day 
meny taxpayers are In doubt aa to the 
exact location of their property. 


Bectlou 1 of a towu ordinance entitled 
an ordinance to regulate the sale of 
liquor reads aa follows: 

"No person or persons, corporation or 
association whatsoever shall be here¬ 
after allowed within tbe limits of aald 
town t<> keep an loo or tavern, or to sell 
or permit to be sold on bla. her, their or 
Its premises, or to take orders from and 
deliver to consumers on sny street or 
other place in said towu soy wlue, rum. 
gtn, brandy, whiskey, cider spirits or 
other ardent spirits, or sny ale, beer, 
porter, or any spirituous, vinous, brewed 
or mall liquors, until such person or 
persons, corporation or association shall 
have been flrat licensed theiefor by tbe 
Town Council of said town of Bl OOUjtlefd 
lu the coun'y of Essex."

been a great Increase lu tbe bottlf-d beer 
business in this town, and an Impression 
has got abroad that such business m not 
amenable to the law In th# eawi^legree

It Is said that tbe Montclair license 
ordinance Is almost Identical In Its^terms 
au l provisions with the ordinance In 
force here, aud It appears as If the same 
rule, that bolds good In Montclair against 
a Bloomflelder vending bottled beer 
there ought to hold good against a 
Montclair dealer filling orders from peo¬ 
ple here and not alone Montclair men. 
hut bottled beer dealers from any other 
town. 

The question that has been raised by 
the arrest aud line of tbe Bloomfield 
dealer In Montclair last week will be 
brought before the Town Council for an 
Interpretation of that particular feature 
of the ordinance and for other explicit 
Instructions with respect to deslern In 
bottled beer, as some very lax opinions 
are prevalent concerning that line of
